Censorsh » Anomalies. 


A peculiar instame if the vagaries of censor- 
ship as practised in blin came under notice 
this week in connect) a with a picture shown 
at one of our leadi: % cinemas. The film, 
which has been adap sd from a well-known 
novel, was rejected by wo of the three censors 
who first saw it. A si lar verdict was given 
on its second exhibiti 1, two censors being 
egaimst 11 and one in favotir. It was then sub- 
mitted a third time to a tribuna) consisting of 
ten censors, in addition © six clergymen who 
had not a vote is the <egision. Six of. the 
censors were in favour .fithe picture, four 
against, and all the cler en “Fon against. 
Thus after three efiorta was allowed to 
be publicly displayed. While pot entering upon 
the merits or demerits of the picture, one must 
naturally be surprised at & methods of 
censorship. If the three ori censors were 
not competent to ow a final n, why were 
they appointed ? they were petent, why 
the need of a second or third @xhibition? The 
incident is just a further proof df the faults of 
the present system. For all concerned th 
sooner it is réformed or aholis the better. 
The best solution seems to be inst tution of 
a National Board of Centors, with a private 
hall at its dispesal, in which every film in- 
tended for! exhibition in this. cow ean be 
examined éarefully and di gs.

Field-Marshal Sir Henry Wilson is the most 
recent transmitter of a remarkable tradition in 
British military history. How many Irish 

nerals havo led Britain’s troops to victory 

uring the last hundred years or so? The 
Iron Duke. who trounced the Bonaparte 
jegions at Waterloo and smashed the Napo- 
leonic tyranny, was an Irishman. S50. was 
Lord tts, who saved the British Empire in 
South Africa. So was Sir John (row Earl) 
French, who taught the Duke of Wurtemberg 
such a terrible at Ypres, and, by his 

ion of the Channel ports, av the 
most dreadful of al! disasters—a German vic 
tory over civilisation. Many such as. 
Gough, Mahon, and Macready played a me 
part in the world war, but none of them 
more to win it than Sir Henry Wi-son. 

The Field-Marshal was born in 1864 at Curry- 
grane, near Edgeworthstown, Co. Longford, 
where he spent the first Pete ey of his life. 
In 1884 he joined the doyal Irish Regiment, 
being transferred to the Rifle Brigade in the 
same year, and in 1885 he went out to Burma 
with his regiment, and fought throughout the 
long campaign. 

After the Burma war Sir Henry Wilson went 
to the Siaff College, remaining there until 
1889, when he a Staff Captain of the

Intelligence Branch. In 1897 he was appointed 
Brigade Major at Aldershot, and went to South 
Africa in '99 as Major of the Light Brigade. 

His proif#€tion after the war was rapid. He 
ran the gamut of Staff appointments. to become 
Commandant of the Stati College in 1907, at a 
most critical time in British military history. 
For three years he was in command at the 
Staft College, where he did not cease to im- 
press on the young officers who passed through 
his hands the reality of the German menace, at 
which the Liberal Government of the day was 
inclined to scoff. 

Sir Henry Wilson left the Staff College in 
1910, when he became Director of Military 
Operations at Army Headquarters. Then it was 
that some of his greatest work was done. He 
knew that Germany was getting ready for a 
sudden blow, and was one of the few Britons 
who recognised that the British Army would be 
required to fight on the Continent of Europe m 
defence of Belgium and France. He always was 
an enthusiastic cyclist, and used his hobby to 
acquaint himeelf with every square inch of the 
ground on which so many decisive battles were 
to be fought. He eycled all sa the Belgian 
and Preiich frontiers, picking up the most valu- 
able imormation as he pedailed his way from 
plase to place. He was arrested ‘om several 
occasions, and in this way, too, he acquired 
some uscful knowledge. It was on one of these 
tours, by the way, that he first got to know 
Marshal Foch, who in those days was a person 
of no account. But Sir Henry Wilson seems to 
have had an almost uncanny instinct for 
military affaire, and he quickly realised that 
Foch was a coming man. e two officers struck 
up an intimate friendship, and although the 
Frenchman at the beginning did not take the 
Irishman’s fears of a German attack on Belgium 
very seriousiy, Sir Henry Wilson’s earnestness 
finally converted him, and many of the plans 
which ultimately won the war were hammered 
out in those rieasant days when the average 
British citizen was sleeping peacetully in his 
bed, little dreaming that Armageddon was at 
hand. 


When the war broke out Sir Henry Wilson got 
his chance. He went out.to France as Assistant 
Chief of Staff to Sir John rrench, and ae he 
carried almost every acre of the battlefields in 
his head ho wae an invaluable officer in the early 
months of the war. He knew the French pice | 
and the French people intimately, and did mue 

to restore the confidence of the two armies in 
each other in those dark days when all seemed 
to be lost. Never dui he lose he optimism.

Major Harding Cox had a wonderful eye for 
a ban, hound, or dog from his earliest days. 
For a mere song he bought many animals 
which carried his colours to victory. For 
Guinevere, whith won him £1,500 in stakes in 
Belgium, the Alexandra Plate twice, and other 
reces in England, he paid only £20. The 
Reefer cost him only £5 more, and it won him 
among other valuable prizes the Chester Cup. 
Dornroschen (£150) won for him the Notting- 
ham Autumn Handicap, £1,000, setting up a 
mile time record—which was unbeaten for 
several. years—and the Portsmouth Stakes at 
Bibury. He paid £121 for Weasel, whose re- 
cord was: 8 firsts, 1 dead -heat, 1 second, 1 un- 
placed. Rarely did he buy an animal which 
turned out a failure. 
Two stories of that great sportsman, King 
Edward, are told by the author. The first is in 
connection with Dornroschen’s victory at 
Bibury, a meeting which in those days took 
place at Stockbridge, instead of on the hill 
overlooking the City of Salisbury. The Prince 
of Wales (as King Edward was then) asked 
Major Harding Cox what he thought of Dorn- 
roschen’s chances. “I have £50 on her 8.P. on 
the offchance,” was the owner's reply. “And I 
shall tell Reuben (Sassoon) to take me £1,000 
to £8).” His Royal Highnese remarked. Dorn- 
roschen had three lengths to spare when she 
passed the post in front of a strong opposition. 
_ The other wager made by the Prince, which 
is recorded by Major Harding Cox, was on 
Jeddah when he won the Derby. On the lawn 
at the Newmarket First Spring Meeting 
of 1898 the Prince announced that he had 
“a real good thing ” for that day, which would 
then be favourite for the Derby. “ The thing 
to do,” the Prince pointed out, “is to back 
him for the Derby before he runs today.” The 
ea Mp ing - nid Sath ane the Prince, 
Mrs. ngtry, an or ing C :

That day Jeddah finished down the course, 
and, says Major Harding Cox, “ we looked un- 
thinkable things at the ee Mate who only 
shrugged his shoulders and said—‘‘I cannot 
understand it; they told me Jeddah was sure to 
win. 

Came the day of the great race. The author 
was in Mrs. Langtry’s box. Jeddah, given up 
as hopeless after his Newmarket performance, 
romped home at the head of the field. “ That's 
a crusher,” Mrs. Langtry exclaimed mourn- 
fully, “every bet I had has gone down.” She 
had forgotten the wager she had made on the 
Derby at the Newmarket meeting, and so had 
the Prince of Wales, of whom they at once 
went in search! 


A FOX-HUNTING TRAGEDY. 


Major Harding Cox tells some good stories 
of his personal %xperiences as a Master of Fox- 
hounds and Harriers. There is one sad tragedy 
of the hunting field which is worthy of re- 
cording. After a long run in the O.B.H. country 
® fox had been marked to ground near Cleve- 
den. It was late in the day; and the Master 
gave some local rustics orders to unearth the 
fox and transfer him to a sack. After a 
couple of hours’ labour by candle-light, the 
diggers came upon a cavity containing a heap 
of skulls and bones. It was then remembered 
that twenty years previously the hounds then 
hunting the country had run riot and gone 
away with a fox. When the pack was eventually 
held up late at night, it was discovered that 
five and a half couples were missing. Search 
was made, but without result, and eventually 
the affair was forgotten. ’

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THE DANCING WORLD. 
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RE-ENTER THE TANGO. 
By MADAME VANDYCK. 

The Tango has appeared again, and is being 
danced in Paris with something of the old 
enthusiasm of 1913. ‘Will history repeat itself, 
and will it spread to this country ? 

That, perhaps, is the biggest question in the 
dancing world at the moment. The Parisian 
Tango, as the new version is called, has 
breathed new life into what many critics had 
come to regard as a ‘“‘dead horse,” and it 
figures about once in every four dances on the 
Parisian programmes. Taking advantage of the 
moment, Tango enthusiasts in this country are 
doing their best to fan the flame, arranging 
demonstrations and endeavouring io interest 
teachers and students in the dance; whether 
they will succeed or not to any material extent 
is, at present, in the lap of the gods. 

Tt is strange that so fascinating a dance 
should have so much to fight against. The 
steps are not really difficult, and, if one 
rids oneself of the idea (held by many) 
that the only way to enjoy the Tango is to

He went to Russia with Lord 
Milner in 1916, returning to serve in 
England for a period, during which he had the 
Eastern Command. Then he became the British 
military representative on: tke Allied War 
Council at Versailles. But greater responsibili- 
ties were in store for him, and in February, 
1918, he was appointed Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff in the place of Sir William 
Robertson. ' 

He had hardly taken over this onerous post 
when Ludendorff and von Hutier hurled ther 
serried legions at the British front near St.

The Philistines who haunt studios have 
shown little interest in sculpture. Its processes 
are more laborious and costly as compared 
with painting. 

IN THE BEGINNING 

The sculptor, about to model a statue, hase 
to begin by making a kind of skeleton. On 
the board on which his clay base is laid the 
sculptor an iron with an “Il 
shaped 

statue-to-be. 

compo-piping, 

re for the body, neck, 

lege—a skeleton im rude indic 

posture the clay will assume. Very carefully, 
piece by piece, the soft clay has to be laid on 
this skeleton, even the clay ground on which 
the feet will stand is handied with care. 

To the skeleton limbs and body-structure the 
clay, first rolled im the hands and fingered to 
strips, is laid closely, and pressed in so that 
airholes and hollows may not occur. No piece 
is put on without intention towards form. 
Gradually the figure assumes bulk, and as it 
does so smaller pieces of clay are applied, 
until, having reached an anatomical character, 
the artist models, more or less definitely, what 
anatomiste call the first muscles. Then al] the 
artistry that ia in him is called forth in the 
delightful work of likening the surface to all 
sweet contours and smooth grace of human 
orm. 

Most of the work has been done by the 
artist's hands and fingers; but some few tools 
of boxwood and one or two of ivory are 
necessary. 

However long the statue may take to complete 
the clay has had to be kept soft by maintaining 
an even and befitting moisture. It has had to 
he wrapped daily in damp cloths, and, may be, 
occasionally sprayed. Left to dry for a week, 
it would become hard, shrunken, and cracked. 


LIMITATION AND PRQTECTION. 


The statue cannot be preserved in the clay. 
This last fact is one of the student's protections 
from the Philistines. It cannot be carried off 
and some day produced in evidence against him, 
nor used for the working of an art “ stunt.” 
If the sculptor student’s master says: “ Let it 
crack,”’ it cracks, and that is the end of it. It 
would be no use to wheedle the statue out of 
the student and walk off with it under one’s 
arm, as might be the case with the canvas of 
an unfortunate painter student who had for- 
gotten io besmear a failure. 

The fat-pursed may do both negative and 
positive harm by patronising indifferent art, but 
it ts the middle-sized baes of other folk who buy 
only trifies and demand personal kudos for 
their patronage that do the more definite, per- 
manent, and serious injury, coming of a hittle 
knowledge. Such patrons of Art stand before 
the holy of holies disguised in the light which 
shines from the sanctuary, and there they way- 
lay innocent neophytes desiring to enter unto 
the privsis within.

THE JOY OF MARBLE. 


If the order be for marble, the sculptor has 
the great joy of demonstrating that he is no 
mere mod , but an exemplar of art in iis 
highest. expression. 

Stories of sculptors who cut statues of heroic 
size from undressed blocks of marble should be 
swallowed with as many grains of salt as go to 
the block. In soft stone, and with small work 
where a suitable piece of marble is to hand, 
it may be undertaken. But in the case cf 
larger statuary, a very simple instrument, 
operated by a mechanic called a pointer, re- 
lieves the artist of all ordinary manual! labour. 

The pointer has before him the plaster cast 
of the original model, and also a block .y 
With the aid of his pointing 
instrument, marks which

and the block is eventually cut down into a
